True, one needs some days, 
at least, to check the output 
cf the various nations. But 
even in the two hours sat my 
disposal one could get the 
impression which I tried to 
explain above. The world of- 
fered its minor worlds in an 


exemplery order: there were, 
in two dozen smaller halis, 
the paintings of the Italian 
contemporaries; then, in sim- 
iliar rooms, the paintings of 
those nations which could not 
afford each its own pavilion: 
then, in historical order, the 
post-impressionists: the futur- 
ists; the cubists — represented 
by the best examples of the 
most important artists, includ- 
ing works by the early Picasso 
and the early Bracque. All 
this is assembled in the cen- 
tral building. Then there are 
littl museums belonging to 
those nations which could af- 
ford them. Finally. there is @ 
special and representative 
show of the peintings of the 
“Douanter,” Henri Rousseau. 

The Italian painters of to- 
Gay offer an interesting Ka- 
leidoscope ranging from the 
simple realism and even 
more simple romanticism, to 
the various styles of pure and 
psychological abstraction. 
There is a most fascinating 
“Descent from the Cross” by 
Cadori ‘of which, unfortun- 
ately, all photographs were 
out of print; from those avail- 
able I chose a nice little paint- 
ing by Valenti Italo, “Le 
Locomotive”. The plastics of 
the late de Fiori are of an 
overwhelming beauty, while 
those of Medardo Rosso are, 
in canvincing contrast, of an 
almost angry monumentality. 
And excitingly provocative 
are the abstract ceramics of 
Cascelia 


“Etato D'Israel” 
these are only a few 
chosen at random. 
Strolling through the rooms 
of the smaller nations we 
find suddenly, between Ire- 
land and South Africa, the 
room of the “Stato d'Isreel.”
